Po/ytheism universally pre- 
vailed among all classes of society. By the 
Greeks, despite their elegance and refinement, 
were reckoned three hundred Jupiters, or su- 

erior Gods—and more thanthirty millions are 
worshipped by the Hindoos. ‘Thus all the 
heathen nations, from the most learned and ac- 
complished to the most ignorant and debased, 
have “their Lords many and their Gods 
many.” They err likewise, respecting the 
character of God. Glance, for a moment, at 
the mythclgy of the Greeks and the Romans, 
beautiful creations we admit, of bewildered fan- 
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cies, and sce ifone of their Gods, even of the 
entire Pantheon, maintained a reputable moral 
character. ‘The heathen have made their Dei- 
ties like unto themselves,in order that they may 
be permited to indulge their depraved desires. 
No rational conception of Jehovah has ever ex- 
isted unless it were imparted by the Holy Scrip- 
tures. ' 

Equally foolish and discordant ideas have 
prevailed in regard tothe creation of the world. 
Aristotile, a man superlatively eminent for ge- 
nius and erudition, defended the sentiment that 
the world was not made by God. Tacilus, a 
learned an eminent hisforian, asserted that all 
things were begotten by chance. Plato, the 
most refined and brilliant of the ancient Philos- 
ophers, that all power was concentered in the 
stars. Now ifsuchhas been the case among 
the wisest without the Bible, will it not always 
remain thus among all classes in the communt- 
ty? We must answer, yes! What does rea. 
son teach us concerning the designs and gov- 
ernment of God? Entirely nothing. Her or- 
acle isdumb. How should we know that re- 
pentance would be of any avail, unless the Bible 
diffuses its radiance over the mind! From 
analogy, which should be our only guide, we 
have terrible examples of the rad :4

their rights by resorting to physical force. 

After the organization of the Society, the following 
resolutions were presented, and unanimously received. 

1. Resolved, That freedom of speech and of the 


press, and the right of petition, are benefits secured to 
us by the Constitution of the United States; but not 


known in such cases, the reasoning powers| 
somewhat injured, and the perceptions and 
judgment somewhat deranged; but they were 
so only through the power of the disease over 
the heart. Complaints affecting this organ 
have always had a more of less unhappy influ- 
ence upon the mind. 

We are informed that there is no surer sig- 
nal of the death of the body, than coldness of 
heart. The complaint of which I am speaking, 
produces death also. The disciples who get 
this disease fairly upon them, die! Spiitual 
nourishment is refused, the whole character 
and appearance becomes more and more death- 
like. The pulse of spiritual life ceases to 
beat. The last token of moral health at length 
disappears, and the scene closes! ‘True, we 
do not lock the dead disciple in a tomb; but 
he might as well be there for any good he does 
in Zion!

Hart, who arrived from Newmansvillé on 
Tuesday last, gave us the following information which 
he obtained from Mr. Harris, bearing despatches ftom 
Gen. Jesup to the Governor. 

Jumper and Little Cloud, Abraham and some othet 
chiefs, were in. On the 9th inst. the d Mr: Harris 
left Gen. Jesup’s head quarters, Tigertail came in, and 
reported that he had brought with him 15 Indians— 
men, tvoren and children. He drew rations for them. 
Little Cloud commanded at the battle of the Wahoo. 
Micanopy had sent for a horse to bring himin. Gen 
Jesup sent the horse requested. The horse fell down 
with Micanopy on him, and hurt the chief so much 
that he could notcome in. Micanopy has since asked 
of Gen. Jesup to forward to him pack horses to bring 
in his women, children, &c. The horses were sent. 
The Indians who surrendered brought no guns or am. 
minition with them.

They 
are then given to women, who thread them in 
tows of six or seven inches long, and such is 
the rapidity with which this is practised, that 
the work can be procured at the rate of a lit- 
tle more than one cent for 120 rows. This 
quantity sells at from four to ten cents.
